Milan made his name in football with 
Yugoslavia’s great club Red Star Belgrade 
and some of his teammates included 
Dejan Savicevic, Dragan Stoikovic and 
Robert Prosenecki. These three players all 
haye had an amazing impact in world 
football. Milan said, “It was a good Red 
Star team and we played in the 
Champions Cups and EUFA Cups. The 
most memorable clashes were against AC 
Milan “Dream Team” in the Champions 
Cup when we drew 1-1 over the two legs 

eventually lost on penalties. AC 
Milan had players such as Franco Baresi, 
Frank Rijloard, Ruud Gullitt, Marco Van 
Basten, Roberto Donadoni and Marco 
Tassotti. Milan went onto to be 
undisputed World Club Champions in 
an amazing era.” 

The list of greats that Milan has faced 
over the years doesn't stop there either,” 


The most memorable match for me was 
back in 1993 with Australia at the Sydney

Milan has now played 278 matches 
for t ebras and scored twice and his 
position has been sweeper and no one will 
take that away from him, I've only 
scored one against Blacktown City and 
the other against Collingwood with 
Zoran as the coach. It’s quite funny 


because in Yugoslavia I scored many goals 


for Red Star from the sweeper position 
and I even scored for Red Star when we 
played Australia in 1985 and I found it 


hard to score here. Maybe Damian scores 


for all of us! 


Milan will curn 38 years of age on the 
21st of December and most players 
would have thrown the vel but 
Milan lingers on. “ S I think 
about my age and it does cro y mind, 
but if I train well or have a good game I 
forget all about it. I think ¢ ret has 
been to get plenty of rest and lition 
the body physically and mental! like to 
prepare well for every mat h I ry and 
cavie the opposition play \s for 
reading the game and instinct it has come 
naturally to me.” 

In 1991 Milan turned 31 and when 
most players would have thought about 


renewing their super fund, Milan was 
called up to the Socceroos by Eddie 
Thompson for the first time, “ Eddie had 
plenty of time for me and stuck by me. I 
really admired him as a coach.

When Eddie Thompson called it a day 
and Terry Venables took over El Tel kept 
Milan in the squad and perhaps just 
perhaps if the Doctor were on the park Vs 
Iran in Melbourne Australia would have 
gone to France. “ Terry was a good coach, 
but I seriously think he didn't spend 
enough time here and understood our 
game. An Australian coach should know 


about our local league and how things
